Preparation of Stencil Paper.— The best 
material for stencil cutting is a heavy manilla 
paper. It should i be thoroughly saturated tn 
linseed oil and hung carefully away, without 
creasing, until thoroughly dry. Where time 
does riot admit of the delay of two or three 



days jpecessary for the preceding method, a^msed in future. Three coats of this over the 



good substitute for the oil will be found in 
patent knotting, which dries in an hour. Knot- 
ting, however, opposes too great a resistance to 
the knife in cutting to ensure a "clean edge" 
to the designs made upon paper prepared with 
this vehicle. 

Varnishing' Fretworfc. — Mix "white-hard" 
spirit varnish, and apply it in a warm room. It 
is not necessary to size the wood if this varnish 
be used, but the wood must be first sized if 
ordinary oil varnish is chosen, in order to fill up 
the grain and prevent its absorption. 



To Remove Old Putty from Sashes. — In 
place of the^muriatic acid or vitriol, either of 
which are-occasion ally used to decompose putty 
in sashes when the ordinary procedure of 
J^hacking out" with a knife is likely to injure 
the woodwork, petroleum oil will probably be 



old putty will penetrate effectually into the 
pores of the material, and by dissolving the 
hardened linseed oil, the putty soon regains its 
original plasticity. In about three hours from 
the application of the first coating of petroleum 
it is practicable to cut out jhe putty with the 
point of a knife with as much ease as though 
the sash had only been glazed a day or. two pre- 
viously. 

Removing- Varnish from Painted Work.— 
This may be done by washing the surface of the 
varnish with strong solution of ammonia, and 
after the varnish is removed, wash thoroughly 
with clean water. '

Staining- Wood. — Pine may be darkened to 
a walnut color as follows: — Dissolve in a pint 
of water 2 oz. of sal-soda, heat to boiling, add 
3 oz. of bichromate of potash (i. e., red chro- 
mate of potash) and 8 oz. of Vandyke brown, 
with enough water to reduce to the proper con- 
sistence for use with a flat brush, and not too 
concentrated. This, when dry, takes oil or 
varnish very well.

Paperhang-ers' Paste. — To make a reliably 
adhesive 'paste for paper-hanging, beat up, say, 
four pounds of wheat flour in luke warm water 
to a stiff batter ; stir the mass well to assimilate 
all the lumps. Add two ounces of ground alum 
and stir the whole in boiling water until the 
mass becomes slightly discolored, when it will 
be sufficiently cooked. Let it stand until cold, 
and pour cold water over it to prevent it form- 
ing a skin on the surface of the paste. A few 
drops of carbolic acid will effectually prevent 
the paste from becoming sour. Use cold, and 
thin with water, if necessary, to reduce its con- 
sistency.

To Stain Unpolished Oak Frames. — It is 
sometimes found useful for pictoricl effect to 
deepen the hue of uopolished oak picture frames 
A rich yellow tone may be imparted to the wood 
by applying a mixture of six ounces of tallow, 
one ounce and a half of bees' wax, and one 
quart of turpentine. Melt by placing the ves- 
sel contain^ the ingredients named into a sauce- 
pan of boiling water. When thoroughly mixed 
apply as hot as possible, and finish off with a 
dry cloth. 

Wax Polish for "Wood.— A capital wax fin- 
ish for wood is made by boiling a quarter of a 
pound of white wax with one ounce of pearl- 
ash and one quart of water. This mu>t be 
stirred while boiling, and the operation should 
be continued until the mixture cools. Apply 
to the surface of the wood with an ordinary 
painting tool, and then rub briskly until dry 
with a velvet or plush rubber. This creates a 
high degree of polish.
